1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1966. 

r 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1966  was 
5,070,  a  decrease  of  10  ever  that  for  1965° 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
76,  a  decrease  of  24  on  the  1965  figure. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  57,  (that  is 
33  Males  and  24  Females),  and  this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  3  on  that  for 
the  previous  year's  figures.  There  was  1  male  still  birth  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  11  and  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for  4  deaths,  an 
increase  of  2  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.9  for  England  and  Wales  was  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

A  total  of  6  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  21  notifications  received  during  1965)  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  3,  Chicken  Pox  1,  Scarlet  Fever  1  and  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  1. 

During  1966  I  am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  received 
no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district,  it  is  hoped  that 
this  is  a  true  record.  It  is  known  that  many  families  do  not  bother  to  call 
in  'their  family  doctor  and  treat  themselves.

Having  only  taken  up  my  appointment  in  June  1966,  X  would  like  to 
place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  and  records  kept  by  your 
previous  Publio  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  Taylor,  who  left  this  Authorty  in 
February  1966  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  Rent  Officer  for  the  High  Peak  Area 
of  Derbyshire.

A  total  of  99  bacteriological,  3  chemical  and  93  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District. 

°f  the  99  bacteriological  samples,  1  indicated  the  presence  of* 
coliforms  but  further  check  samples  indicated  colif orm-free  waters. 


The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  two  local  sources  (Wash  Green 
Springs  and  Lady  Platte  Mine),  together  with  a  blended  water  consisting 

°  \Prnf  rtef  fr0m  Matl00k  and  a  3U^ ^  from  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 
Tr  wblfnded  uat6r  suPPlles  consumers  in  the  Middleton  and  Bolehill  areas 
irks worth.  Analyses  attached  are  typical  of  the  water  supplied.

HOUSING  BY  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


A*  is  appreciated  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  for  which 
the  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

Wirksworth  has,  I  believe,  a  first  class  record  of  post  war  Council 
housing,  and  taken  by  and  large,  its  housing  problem  is  much  less  intense  than 
many  other  similar  local  authorities «> 

This  is  perhaps  borne  out  by  the  undernoted  statistics  supplied  to  me 
bv  the  Housing  Officer  as  to  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Waiting  Lis  ^ 
as  at  31st  December,  1966:

W2 i’l  reference  to  the  1965  Annual  Report,  the  erection  of  ten  Old 
People  *3  Flats  at  Kings  field  Road  have  now  been  completed.  Plans  for  the 
further  extension  of  this  scheme  are  now  in  the  hands  of  your  Consulting  Architect. 

The  development  by  the  Council  of  the  main  housing  site  west  of  Derby 
Road  in  order  to  provide  building  plots  for  private  developers  has  continued 
satisfactorily,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Council’s  land  available  f<_i 
private  development  on  this  site  will  be  exhausted  sometime  in  the  latter  pare 
'..f  6&o  The  Council  must  therefore  ensure,  in  order  to  maintain  satisfactory 

progress  in  the  private  housing  sphere,  that  sufficient  areas  of  land  are  released 
for  this  purpose.  The  solution  to  this  problem  is,  therefore,  for  the  Council 
to  purchase  further  suitable  building  land  or  to  encourage  private  landowners  and 
private  developers  of  the  need  in  the  Urban  District  for  such  development.  're 
latter  course  of  action  is  obviously  a  less  costly  method  of  residential  expansion, 


HOUSING  -  GENERALLY. 

The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in 'the  district  was 
maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  1965 «  This  routine,  but  essential  worx. 
carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails  a  considerable  numoer 
of  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and  occupiers  hy  virtue  of  th®  ia.ct 
that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory* 

However,  it  has  always  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties' concerned  that  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature, 

is  most  time  consuming. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair . 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  either  applied  for  or  issued  during 
1966,  and  one  can  only  conclude  that  such  tenants  as  have  cause  for  complaint 
prefer  to  obtain  redress  for  their  housing  grievances  by  direct  c^P^int  to 
tfiis,  Department  for  action  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts.

The  Foreman,  Mr,  Walter  Butlin,  and  your  Cemetery  Curator,  Mr.  J.  Sheldon, 
act  as  Rodent  Operators,  and  they  carried  out  the  routine  work  of  this  nature 
during  1966. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review,  the  Urban  District 
has  worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Mr.  F.B.  Oates,  and  again  I  would  like  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  him. 

In  January  Mr.  Oates  and  your  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  sewer 
treatments  of  the  sewerage  system  whem  most  gratifying  results  were  obtained. 

Of  17  manholes  treated  on  3rd  January  there  were  only  2  manholes  showing  bait 
taken  when  reinspected  on  the  6th  January. 

Warfarin  baits  with  Para-Nitrophenol  Preservative  relaid  at  these  manholes 
on  the  6th  January  again  showed  partial  takes  on  the  10th  January.  On  completion 
of  this  initial  survey  the  two  infested  manholes  received  regular  treatment, 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  month  until  no  further  bants  were  taken,  bringing 
the  sewer  treatments  to  a  successful  completion. 

In  addition  to  sewer  treatments  minor  rat  infestations  at  Hopton  Lane  and 
Middleton  Tips  have  been  eradicated  by  routine  treatment  by  Mr.  Butlin. 

Very  few  properties  have  been  found  to  be  infested  as  a  result  of 
notification  but  each  complaint  has  been  dealt  with  in  an  efficient  and  successful 
manner. 

Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  requires  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  pests  Act,  1949,  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1966.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


A  weekly  back  door  collection  of  refuse  is  undertaken  for  household 
and  trade  refuse  within  the  district,  a  i  despite  the  vagaries  of  the  weather 
this  weekly  collection  was  maintained  aatisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition  -to  this  work  of  refuse  collection,  a  weekly  collection  of 
pail  and  privy  closets  was  carried  out. 

I  wou.id,  however,  point  out  that  despite  a  reduction  in  working  hours 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  household  and  trade  premises,  and  the  increase 
zn  voIume  of  refuse  in  recent  years,  there  are  no  additional  men  engaged  on 
refuse  collection  at  the  time  of  writing.  Whilst  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
present  collectors  can  cope  during  the  summer  months,  I  do  feel  that  some  additional 
assistance  is  indicated  during  periods  of  inclement  weather.
